Nurses Trainin 
School Opened 


Progress During 1948 Reported 
At United Church Meeting 


Lions Entertain 
Their Ladies 


Alberta’s first "Affiliation 
Training School” has been opened 
at Central Alberta Sanitorium. 
Calgary,’ it was announced today 
by Dr. A. H. Baker, superintend¬ 
ent. The school has received the 
approval of the University of 
Altyq'ta for affiliation with gen¬ 
eral iiospital training schools, for 
the purpose of teaching tubercul¬ 
osis nursing to nurses in training. 

Two nurses eael* from Holy 
Cross Hospital, Calgary, Galt Hos¬ 
pital, Lethbridge, and Medicine 
Hat General Hospital are now in 
residence at the sanatorium. The 
course runs for eight weeks, at th<* 
end of which the nurses will Re¬ 
turn to their respective training 
schools and be replaced by sim¬ 
ilar groups every 8 weeks. 

The course will embrace lectures 
by the medical staff, ward demon¬ 
strations and experience in surg¬ 
ical and medical wards as well as 
operating room procedure. The 
school is directed by Miss Mar¬ 
garet Wallace, R.N., a graduate 
of Winnipeg General Hospital, and 
of a special post graduate course 
in administration at McGill Uni¬ 
versity. She was until recently an 
instructress at Fort William Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. 

The Alberta Association of Reg¬ 
istered Nurces was largely in¬ 
strumental in bringing about the 
existence of the school, with sup¬ 
port and -coope ra ti on of Lhe Al¬ 
berta Tuberculosis Association and 
the department of Health. The

Reports 
were read from the Happy Band 
(3-5 years of age), the Mission 
Band (6-8 years), the Explorers 
(9-11 years), the C.G.I.T. and 
Trail Rangers (12-14 years), and 
the Young People’s Union. 

The Women’s Missionary Soc¬ 
iety report showed that they had 
made 281 hospital and 279 home 
calls and had sent $205 for the 
mission w;ork of the Society. 

The Women’s Association, divid¬ 
ed into three groups, had been busy 
during year, with financial suc¬ 
cess and increased interest. Par¬ 
cels were regularly sent overseas 
and with th co-operation of all 
the churches in the Vulcan dist¬ 
rict over one-third ton of clothing 
was gathered and shipped overseas, 
with the local branch of the Can¬ 
adian Legion paying the shipping 
expenses. 

The Junior and Senior Choirs 
are well attended and give splen¬ 
did leadership in the singing of 
hymns as well as providing spec¬ 
ial anthems for the worship of the 
Church. 

R. L. Jamison, chairman of the 
Board of Stewards, presented the 
budget for 1949, which was ac¬ 
cepted. The Missionary and Main¬ 
tenance Fund had been «up|>orted 
by an increase of more than $150 
over 1947-.

Nature dill a good job in creat¬ 
ing our soils. In most instances it 
gav e the world large areas of good 
productive soil and provided all 
the neeassary plant food to pro¬ 
mote growth. Nature did more— 
it selected the crops to grow on 
the different types of soil. For ex¬ 
ample, on the low wet muck soils 
were th? cedars-, on the heavier 
clay loam soils, the hardwoods 
(maples and oaks); and on the 
sand soils, the pines. 

When man'disturbs this balance 
of nii^Tre by cutting the timber, 
or when fire sweeps tlie area, Na¬ 
ture does not allow the land to 
stand idle. First the weeds appear, 
then lhe berry bushes or • scrub, 
followed by fast-growing trees like 
poplar. By the time these (fie, the 
original trees are taking posses¬ 
sion again, and if the stand is un¬ 
disturbed long enough it will re¬ 
vert to its original condition. 

During such a cycle the fertility 
is returned to the -soil by leaves, 
fallen limbs and decaying trees, 
says G. W. Michael, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, Ot¬ 
tawa. The humus content, which is 
very important, is maintained and 
incrensed by the decaying organic 
matter. The humus acts as a 
sponge or blotting-paper, absorb¬ 
ing large quantities of water In 
seasons of plenty and releasing it 
during dry periods. It changes the 
physical condition of the soil mak¬ 
ing it granular, open and loose, 
allowing the water, air and bac¬ 
teria to go down into the soil and 
make it productive. 

Oxer the years, man. in his need 
to produce annual or short- per¬ 
iod crops, lias offset Nature’s leis¬ 
urely way of replenishing the soil 
—but has unfortunately not pro¬ 
vided a good' enough substitute. 
Thinking of the soil as permanent, 
he has wasted much of the reserve 
plant food by removing f£j>m the 
soils more than he returned. Little 
thought was given to humus, until 
today many soils are low in hum¬ 
us content and the physical condit¬ 
ion has changed from granular, 
open, loose soils, capable of hold¬ 
ing plenty of moisture, to fine 
particles that compact, puddle and 
bake, and prevent the air and* bac¬ 
teria from mitering deeply because 
there is-no moisture carrying cap¬ 
acity. 

Because of the very natqre of 
those low-humus soils, they cause 
drifting and erosion as water can¬ 
not easily penetrate them, but 
must run over the surface carry- 
. ing much of the plant food down 
to low-lying areas and strenms 
where it is lost. 

Soil conservation is one of the 
big problems faring agriculture 
the world over. Much can be done 
by individual farmers by plough¬ 
ing down more cover crop and re¬ 
fuse and by making full use of 
manures and fertilizers.

DRY AND WINDY 

The occurence of soil drifting 
has been recorded by substation 
operators in Southern Alberta 
since 1936 and the records clsarly 
indicate that the danger of soil 
drifting will likely always face 
prairie farmers. During the four 
years 1936-39 medium to severe 
drifting was observed an average 
of once per station per year. For 
the years 1940-44 soil drifting was 
negligible. Comparative figures 
for the districts surrounding the 
stations for the same periods are 
five, two, sewn, and two oc¬ 
casions of drifting. 

During the past thirteen years 
there has been a steady increase 
In trash cover fallowing. Cultural 
Implements designed to leave stub¬ 
ble and trash as a protection a- 
gainst soil drifting have been 
steadily improved. Farmers have 
become more efficient In protect¬ 
ing their land against soil drifting. 

The fact, however, is quite ob¬ 
vious that the weather is the 
greatest factor in toil drifting con¬ 
trol. Most farmers will remember 
the windy spring of 1946 whert the 
four 60 mile winds followed one 
another In quick succession. Only 
the best protected fields were able 
to ,withstand such an onslaught 
and there were many fields that 
suffered very little damage. 

The weather ’ during the past 
two years has been kind as far as 
soil drifting control is concerned, 
but 1949 could be different. The 
saying "farm for a dry, windy 
year” still holds good.

How To 
Save Money 


Money saving ideas are always 
Welcome and to those planning the 
new home, a few suggestions are 
tffered by Miss Caroline Judson, 
Home Designing Specialist, Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture. 
The best time to make changes is 
in the planning, not after the 
house is completed. 

The extras, those unanticipated 
items that crop up later, run Into 
quite an expense if they have to 
be added after the original plan has 
been partly constructed. Flans and 
specifications must be completed 
before starting to build. 

Stick to a rectangular plan, ad¬ 
vises Miss Judson. The square or 
rectangular basement may be con¬ 
structed with the least “man¬ 
hours." Just as soon as a projection 
occurs in a floor plan then a min¬ 
imum of two extra corners are 
added. Even an inexperienced lay¬ 
man can appreciate the extra work 
a carpenter will have In building 
the forms for the concrete walls. 
If the basement jog occurs in the 
middle of a wall then four extra 
corners are added thereby doub¬ 
ling the work over a plain rec¬ 
tangular plan. 

Avoid unnecessary roof gables 
and dormers. The cost of labour on 
a roof Is rapidly Increased by the 
addition of gable or dormer due 
to the extra labour • involved in 
cutting out the roof and install¬ 
ing valley rafters and flashing. 

Avoid curved construction or 
any construction that , deviates 
from the straight line. In a house 
built of lumber all the lumber 
necessary to create curved lines 
must be shaped and milled. The 
extra cost of the required labour 
is far out of proportion to the ef¬ 
fect created by a curved line. 

Avoid .unnecessary hall space. A 
great many homes today have el¬ 
iminated - the long centra hall by 
clever open planning. Remember, 
excessive hall space will add 5% 
to 10e,' to your total building cost.

Faced with the grim prospects 
of one of the worst grasshopper 
plagues in many years, western 
Canadian farmers have been giv¬ 
en two new weapons to Oombnt 
the hungry winged hordes—chlor- 
dane and chlorinated campene. 

Unlike old-type grasshopper bait 
such as sodium arsenite which is 
broad-cast by machine or hand 
when mixed with bran or saw 
dust, the new chemicals can be 
sprayed over vegetation where 
grasshoppers are feeding. Regular 
2.4-D boom sprayers, turbine 
sprayers, airplanes or helicopters 
may be used for spraying. 

Intensive research has shown 
that Thlordane and chlorinated 
campnene give a higher initial kill 
and have a period of effectiveness 
from one to three weeks, according 
to an article in the current issue 
of C-I-L Oval. One pound of chlor- 
dan_- should be sufficient to spray 
one . acre w h i 1 e recommended 
dusage for chlorinated eamphene 
is one and ont-half to two and 
one half pounds per acre. The pro¬ 
ducts are being marketed in the 
form of emulsion concentrates. On 
fields where vegetation is short, 
sparse and dry and no longer at¬ 
tractive to the grasshopper appet¬ 
ite, poison bait has been found 
more eftective and economical, the 
Oval articles states. 

Agricultural chemists familiar 
with effects of the new*chemicals 
warn that forage Treated with 
them should not be fed to dairy an- 
h 11 las. Nor should stockmen feed 
treated vegetation to animals be¬ 
ing fattened for slaughter since 
the poisons jiay accumulate in the 
animal's fatty tissues and render 
the meat unlit for food. Another

SOIL LOSSES FROM 
W ATER EROSION 

Measurement of soil losses from 
water erosion has been studied 
experimentally by the Field Hus¬ 
bandry Division. Central F^xperi- 
mental F'artn. Ottawa, since 1944, 
says Win. Cordukes. Assistant in 
Soil Studies. The influence of such 
factors as precipitation, degtee of 
slope, contour and strip-cropping, 
cover and use of barnyard manure 
on soil, and water losses is included 
in this experiment. In 1946, 94.8 
tons of soil per acre were lost from 
a corn plot with rows running up 
nud down a 10 |>er cent slope. 
Under alfalfa cover, the corre¬ 
sponding lass was only .20 ton per 
acre. .« 

It is not the total annual rain 
tall which influences the losses of 
soil through water erosion, but 
rather the distribution.and inten¬ 
sity of individual storms.' During 
the growing season of 1947 at Ot¬ 
tawa, a loss of 28.7 tons of soil per 
acre occured on a corn plot cm a 
10 per cent slope, whip 1 during the 
sarhe period in 1948 the loss from 
the same plot was only 2..3 tons 
per acre, despite the fact that the 
total rainfall in both cases was 
almost identical. 

Clay soils which do rtot permit 
percolation of water, are more 
subject to loss by water action 
than the* mote porous sandy soils. 

Ijuid use will ha\V an i-uportant 
bearing on soil losses under varying 
conditions of precipitation, slope 
and soil type. F'allowed or bare 
hillsides will suffer the greatest 
soil losses. Cultivated crops when 
planted up and doWn the slopes 
facilitate soil erosion, whereas 
growing these crops on the con¬ 
tour prevents run-off. Tillage op¬ 
erations including ploughing on 
the contour retard the How of 
water.

THOUGHTS ON 
SOIL CONSERVATION: 

Soil conservation is something 
we should always bo interested in 
as actually the conservation of our 
soil rosources means our contin¬ 
ued existence on this Planet. W“ 
are always interested in noting the 
comments of men in high positions 
on this subject, and the following 
is taken from a speech by Mr. L. 
B. Thomson, Director of P.F.R.A. 

“The greatest way to conserve 
moisture on the'Prairies was the 
storage of rain fall in the soil re¬ 
servoir. The popular idea of wat¬ 
er conservation in terms of big 
dams over rivers and a feservoir 
holding millions of tons of water 
was not the most important meth¬ 
od of conservation. Conservation 
was water in the soil itself is bas¬ 
ic to all dry land philosophy. Much 
useful research has been under- 
■ taken and some interesting re¬ 
sults were available, to farmers 

who wanted to base, their conser¬ 
vation program on certain facts 
which had been established as 

guiding principles." Mr. Thomp¬ 
son lists these as follows— 

That one inch of water is re¬ 
quired to grow two bushels of 

wheat; 

That wheat uses less moisture 
than any other crop. 

From twenty to thirty-five per 
cent of the rain that falls during 
the summer can be stored in the 
soil to provide reserve moisture 
for next year’s crop. 

If there is no reserve moisture 
it usually requires half an inch of 
rain .per day for a ten day period 
to mature a twenty-five bushel 
crop. 

The average rain fall in most 
parts of Saskatchewan is not more 
than, seven inches during the 
growing season. Conditions vary, 
but that amount can produce only 
fourteen bushels of wheat per 
acre when proper cultural prac¬ 
tices are followed. 

Mr. Thompson dealt with the ef¬ 
fects of timely summer fallow op¬ 
erations and showed there was 
much to be gained by early fallow¬ 
ing. Experiments showed that 
there was better conversation of 
water nnd considerable higher 
yield, where fallow was worked 
properly, early in the season. 

Referring' to work done to con¬ 
trol wind erosion, Mr. Thompson

Strip farming and trash covers 
with the development of suitable 
cultural implements had provided 
Western Canada with a system 
that was now being copied bj oth¬ 
er countries in many parts of the 
world. The speaker warned that 
no one machine would create the 
ideal soil condition to conserve 
moisture and prevent the erosion. 
Machines must be chosen to suit 
soil and climatic conditions, and 
inu st provi de a means of anchor¬ 
ing trash on the surface. Speed of 
travel was most Important, since 
fast travel gave rise to pulverizing 
of the soil, defeating the purpose 
of conservation practices. 

Mr.J Thompson urged better 
management of uncultivated lands, 
and a careful check of grazing 
practices, stating that overgrazing 
was every bit as harmful as dam¬ 
age to the soil by wrong cultivat¬ 
ion. A program of pasture and 
range improvement was needed, 
in order to maintain beef quality 
and this became .largely a ques- 
tioh of proper management.
